The fire started in the lumber: yard about 
200 feet north of the river, and before it was 
discovered it had formed a roaring furnace in 
‘the midst of lumber piles 100 feet high. The 
; lumber was as dry as kindling wood from the 
ong drought, and before the first detachment 
of engines arrived the flames had increased 
greatly in headway and flying embers had set 
‘fire to the yard in a dozen other places. As 
was the case Wednesday night, a stiff north- 
west wind was blowing, which amounted 

Almost tou gale. Fortunately it blew toward 

the river, which formed an impassable bar- 
rier. Upon the arrival of Fire Marshal 
Sweniea4-ll alarm was sent in, followed 
by special calls as the danger of the spread of 
the fire increased. | 

The John Spry Lumber company occupied 
the space west of Ashland avenue and east of 
Slip A. East of Ashland avenue is the A. Me- 
Bean & Co. cedar post yard, tilled with 60, 
000 cedar posts. In Arnold’s slip adjoining it 
were four three-masted schooners—the Naiad, 
Mary H. Ayer, H. Tabor, and Albert Soper— 
loaded with cedar posts. The wind was blow- 
ing almost directly toward them from the fire 
and huge embers and pieces of burning boards 
fell in hundreds of places upon the dry ts 
b nd upon the decks of the ships. It looked 
> ora time as if everything would be swept 
0 clean. The wind turned more to the north, 
however, and by good work the yards were

Ashiand Avenue Bridge Catches. 

‘The Ashlana avenue bridge, which ad joined 
: the fire on the south, soon became heated to 
such a degree that the wooden approaches 
were scorched and finally began to burn. In 
a few minutes all the woodwork at the north 
end of the bridge was ablaze, leaving the iron 
beams standing out like skeletons. In front 
of McBean & Co.'s yard stood a little two- 
story cottage, occupied by Anton Amundson 
and George McBean. It was directly in the 
path of the fire and the great heat ¢urled the 
boards up on the side of the building like 
| wisps of straw_and were soon ablaze in a 
5 dozen places. The inmates were almost cut 
* off from escape, when Officer Otto Richter 
hurried to their rescue and, carrying the chil- 
dren in his arms and followed by the women, 
succeeded in getting them out safely. The 

building itself was gutted. 

As soon as Chief Swenie arrived at the fire 
he saw at once that it was an impossible task 
to save any of the lumber between the place 
where the fire started and the river. He 

turned his entire attention to preventing the 
ire from spreading northward. Aided by 
the two fire boats, Yosemite and Geyser, 
which steamed up into Slip A. and 
by a cordon of engines which he 
placed in the first alley north of the 
fire, he kept the fire partially in check 
‘and stopped it entirely within 200 feet north 
of where it started, The hent was so intense 
that the firemen were compelled to change 
positions frequently, and many of them were 
} oyercdme by the heat and hd to be carried 
out. After recovering they immediately re- 

turned to their posts and fought bravely. 


Rafts All Ablaze. 


At 11 o'clock the fire could be said to be 
under control, providing the wind did not 
change and turn the blaze northward. Some 
| people from the south side of the river suc- 
| ceeded in getting on the Asnland Avenue 
3 Bridge and turning it parallel with the river. 
thus saving it from destruction. The great 
‘flames which sweht across the river made the 
heat so intense ol the south side that the 
thousands of spectators could not get within 
300 feet of the river. Great rafts of lumber 
toppled over and fell into the stream and 
—. along with the current blazing up for 
irty feet and illuminating the river with a 
ghastly glare. Fortunately on the south side 
of the river there were no buildings or lum- 
der yards and there was nothing to burn. 
To the northeast of the burning lumber 
yard 50,000 people crowded Ashland avenue 
and pérehed on the mountains of cedar posts

Swenie’s Devotion to Duty. 


Chief Swenie had been at the fire on West 
Van Buren street, which at one time looked 
like a serious affair, when the alarm came in 
from the lumber district. Just as he was 
about to get into his buggy the cry was raised 
that the Chief's own house was on fire. This 
proved to be true. Blazing brands had fallen 
on the roof of his residence, which is on 
Pearce street, just back of the buildings on 
Van Buren street which were burned. The roof 
of the house was on fire in several places, but 
Chief Swenie never stopped to ascertain what 
the result would be, but was off like a flash 
for the lumber district, The fire on the roof 
was extinguished without any difficulty. 

Among the crowd that assembled in expec- 
tation of seeing another large fire like that of 
Wednesday night were a great many small 


boys. When the fire was at its height 
a’ pile of cedar’ posts from which 
several boys were watching the fire 


became” loosened and some of the posts 
fell Into the river: They carried one of the 
boys into the water with them. The tugboat 
Alert happened to be near and the crew res- 
cued the youngster, who was not seriously 
harmed, 


People Rush to the Scene. 


People began traveling toward the fire 
shortly after the blaze lighted thesky. The 
streams from side streets flowed into Blue 
Island avenue and at 9 o’clock the pavements 
were crowded and. on both sides of the cable 
tracks men and women were moving toward 
the fire. From Twelfth to Twenty-second 
street the throng increased until it was diffi- 
cuit to drive through it. At Ashland and Blue 
Island avenues all vehicles were stopped 
and then for nearly haifa mile south along 
Ashland avenue there were crowds moving 
both ways. ‘When the sightseers reached thé 
office of the John Spry Lumber company, a 
few hundred feet north of the fire, they were 
turned back by a force of policemen number- 
ing into the scores. Shortly after 11 o'clock, 
when the spread of the-flames was checked, 
the throng began thinning out, but thousands 
remained until after the blazing piles of lum- 
ber had been consumed. a 


Establish a Water Wall. 


The final battle between the firemen and 
the blaze was a remarkable one. As soon as

his forces. At least twenty streams. played 
upon the burning lumber and tons of water 
were poured over them. The crowd under- 
stood that this was the critical point of the 
fire and the fight was watched with intense 
interest. Time and time again the flames 
would burst from the center of the big piles 
only to be smothered out and then would 
leap from the top. It would look fora few 
mroments as if the firemen had the best 
of it, but when a brisk wind fanned. the 
fire into new vigor the issue became 
one of doubt. For fully an hour this alter- 
nating battle was kept up, and finally one of 
the big piles gave way with a roar and fell to 
the ground. This tade the fight easy, as the 
remaining pile could be surrounded on all 
sides, and in a short time all was darkness, 
The firemen had won the fight and Chief 
Swenie only proved once more what a power- 
ful fire-fighting force he has at his command. 
Mr. Spry. said läst night in regard to the 
origin of the fire that Capt. Coam, who has 
charge of the lumber district police, reported 
to him the fire was undoubtedly due toa 
smoldering ember which had fallen the night 
before. A hundred men were pluced at work 
Wednesday night stamping out embers 
throughout the yards, and it was thought that 
all of them had been extinguished. 
Saving the Ashland Avenue Bridge. 
Fire Marshal Sweeney of the 8 Battal- 
ion distinguished himself last night. He was 
stationed at the Ashland avenue bridge, which 
was one of the most difficult points of the 
fire. Upon him lay the responsibility of pre- 
venting the biaze from getting across the river, 
and also the protecting of thousands of feet of 
lumber belonging to the Chicago Cedar Post 
company, which was piled on the east side of 
Ashiand avenue, The fire started about 200 
feet from the river, andthe northwest wind 
drove the flames in great volume towards the 
river. Pile after pie of lumter, some of them 
forty feet high, on the west side of the street 
fell victims and the blaze was soon at the 
river bank. Here Marshal Sweeney made his 
stand. He had only two companies to help 
him, Nos. 25 and 66. He stationed them 
at the approach of the bridge, but the 
firemen were soon forced to retreat, owing™to 
the intense heat of the flames, which swept 
fifty feet to the east. In a few minutes the 
wooden approaches to the bridge were ablaze 
and the fire rapidly spread to the dockage, 
Soon the entire river front presented a tine of 
fire and the fire boats Yosemite and Geyser 
were summoned to this point. They turned 
their streams on the burning dockage and left 
Sweeney to look after the bridge. The water 
at his command was so insignificant that he 
ordered the bridgemen to swing the bridge 


nto the center of the river. They did so, but 
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Five Manufacturing Firms Burned Out 
and Their Buildings Destroyed, 

Five manufacturing firms occupying the 
seven-story brick building, Nos; 158-160 
West Van Buren street, were burned out 
early last evening and the building was de- 
stroyed. The loss on the building is esti- 
mated at $60,000 and the loss to the occu- 
pants is estimated at $133,000, The insur- 
ance is unknown. The buildmg was owned 
by Sam M. Fischer of Kuh, Nathan & Fischer 


| building were five frame dwelling houses 
fronting on Pearce street and it was with the 
greatest effort these were prevented from 
burning. Fortune Bros.’ brewery, fronting 
Desplaines street and extending from Van 
Buren to Pearce streets, was at one time in 
great danger of bemg destroyed.

Ar. Louis, Mo., Aug. 2.—[Specialk ]—The 
Frisco night train from St. Louis was held 
upat Eureka, a station thirty miles west of 
hefe, at 9:30 this evening.

the first Marshal arrived on the scene early 
in the evening a line of demarkation was 
mapped off theoretically and the fire was sup- 
posed to spread no further to the north than 
this point. Two immeggse piles of lumber 
boards at least fifty feet high each marked 
this point. An alleyway some ten feet wide 
separated these two large piles from the re- 
It was soon seen that those 
piles which had already been ignited would 
have to go and no attempt was made to pre- 
vent them from burning. The firemen es- 
tablished a ‘veritable water wall, however, 
around the burning section and fought its 
further progress inch by inch. 


A Peculiar Incident. 


A two-story frame house which was located 
directly opposite the point where the fire was 
the hottest practically escaped injury. One 
company was put to work throwing a stream 
on the front of the house and it was ke pt 
drenched continually for four hours. The 
telegraph poles, containing a large number 
of wires in front of and on each side of the 
house were burned and the cross pieces fell 
to the ground. If this house had caught fire 
it would have opened the way for the destruc- 
tion of the H. A.,MeBean Cedar Post com- 
pany’s works and back of them three lumber 
schooners in Slip D.

Young Campion Does the Work. 


A couple of men in ascow were seen on the 
river and Sweeney yelled at them to 
bring the boat over. When the scow reached 
the north side of the river Marshal Sweeney 
asked if any of his men would volunteer to 
take a line of hose into the scow and run un- 
der the burning bridge. Young Frank Cam- 
pion of Engine Company No. 25, who dis- 
tinguished himself the previous night at the 
big lumber fire, said he would risk it, and a 
line was thrown into the crazy craft. The 
cow wabbled and threatened to overturn 
every minute, but by dint of great effort it 
was brought toa point where effective work 
could be accomplished. The order to play 
a way was given and the heavy stream burst 
from the nozzle. Campion lay at the bottom 
of the boat .griping the nozzle like grim 
death. He remained in his perilous position 
until the fire had been entirely extinguished

What started the fire is unknown. It was 


discovered by a citizen who was passing the 
place at 8 o’clock. He reported the fact to a 
policeman, who turned in the alarm. The 
fire originated on the fifth floor, occupied by 
the Decorative Supply company. Marshal 
Swenie arrived at the fire a few minutes after 
the first alarm was turned in. There 
was a great deal of oil on the floor where 
the fire started, and it soon spread to 
the floors above. There was a stiff 
breeze from the northwest and the fire soon 
became too great for the force of firemen 
which responded to the first call. Marshal 
Swenie sent in a 4.11 call, and in a short 
time fifteen more engines were at work trying 
to check the progress of the flames. In spite 
of their efforts, however, the fire ran down the 
elevator shaft to the basement, where a con- 
siderable quantity of oil was stored, and in 
less than half an hour from the time the first 
alarm was turned in flames were pouring

New Whisky Distilling Com- 
pany Is Projected. 


Proposes to Save Jobbers the Two 
Cent Tax Now Charged. 


CAPITAL IS ALL SECURED, 


Plans to Remove All Restrictions to 
Distribution. 


——— — 


New York, Aug: 2.— [Special. — Whisky 
trust stock was sold in moderate amounts in 
the stock market this afternoon on informa- 
tion that a new company for the distribution 
of spirits has been organized and will be in 
operation without delay. Several large dis- 
tillers outside of the trust have come to- 
gether in this combination. The new com- 
pany Will have its headquarters in this city 
and will have branches in the  prin- 
cipal cities of the Eastern and Western States, 
The capital has been subscribed and the 
necessary papers for the incorporation of the 
company will be filed at Albany soon. Uatil 
now the output of the independent distilleries 
uns been restricted through lack of facilities 
for distribution, and the new company is de- 
signed ta remove that restriction to its busi- 
ness. The new company will be prepared to 
distribute the product of about 10,000 bush- 
els of corn (about 50,000 gallons of spirits) 
a day, and this being the product of recently 
erected distilleries must find a market at the 
expense of the older plants. | 

The importance of the move will be more 
fully appreciated when it is explained that 
jobbers in buymg from the trust are com. 
pelled to do so through the American Dis- 
tributing company, which has been receiving

This goes to prove that it is the 
House which is yielding and not the Senate, 
The fact was developed today that there are 
other items besides those of coal, iron, and 
sugar on which there continues to be anparent- 
ly no basis of agreement, The House confer- 
rees have about concluded they can make no 
impression on the cotton schedule, but ate 
thus far holding firm for material conces- 
sions on woolens. © Throughout these and 
other items the House managers are making 
a vigorous fight to secure certain changes in 
the wording of the bill. As one of the Senate 
conferrees expressed it this evening the House 
men seem to be weaving a net on which they 
and the President may fall without injury.

Treasury in Danger of Binkruptey. - 


It is the Treasury Department which is 
holding up both the sugar schedule and the 
whisky tax. The pleais made that revetiue 
must be obtained from these two articles at 
all hazards and that the political effect of a 
bankrupt Treasury would be innnitely worse 
than any possible indignation over the pas- 
sage‘ of the Senate tariff bill with its 
notorious manipulations in favor of the 
trust. The Treasury influence sustains 
the sugar schedule to the extent of 
the full ad valorem ‘duty on ‘the 
raw sugar. The same influence is 
also at work to make the tax on whisky 
51. 10 instead of the even dollar, as fixed by 
the House. Many of the Senators are free to 
admit that Secretary Carlisle is going to be 
bitterly disappointed over the imined.ate re v. 
enue producing qualities of the Senate bill. 
The trust, as is well known, has been rushing 
in enormous quantities of sugar in anticipa- 
tion of the new duty. When the biil goes 
into effect importations will cease for a 
while until the stock on hand is practically 
exhausted. 

The whisky men have paid into the Trehs- 
ury during the last month upwards of 5625, 
000.000 in taxes on whisky withdrawn from 
bond“ in anticipation of the passage of the 
Senate rate of $1:10. . This whisky money 
has been the sal vation of the Treasury during 
the month of July, but, of course, the whisky 
trust is already so loaded up with spirits that 
little revenue will be received for some time 
after the new law goes into effect, and the 
Treasury then will be subjected to a positive 
reduction in the internal revenue receipts. 

So far as anything was done at the confer- 
ehce today the Senate and House ute as far 
Apart as ever. Still the demand of the Treas. 
ury for some legislation which will produce 
revenue has-been so insisted on that both 
sides to the controversy are beginning to ad- 
mit that some sort of a biil must be passed at 
all hazards. This means in effect that the 
House will do most of the compromising. 


Sugar Chief Point in Issue. 


The sugar schedule has been and will be the 
principal point in issue. Efforts are now be- 
ing made to rewrite it entirely and various 
propositions have been submitted to se. 
cure a basis of compromise. One of 
these was a seheme to base the duty 
on the actual saccharine matter in the raw 
and refined sugar. This was submitted to the 
Treasury Department, but was declared to be 
impracticable. Efforts are being made also 
by the House to do away with the discrim- 
inating duty of one-tenth of a cent per pound 
against the bounty countries. It is alleged 
that this is an additional protection on re. 
fined sugar. Ail of the propositions whieh 
have been suggested to modify the sugar 
schedule contain a full measure of protection 
to the trust and the whole effort of the House 
managers seems to be to arrangea schedule 
which will deceive the people into believing 
that the trust no longer controls the councils 
of the Democratic party. 

The so-called conservative Senators are still 
in the saddie, and every scheme for a compro- 
mise is being submitted to them. They re- 
main the wasters of the situation, and they 
are fully aware of that fact. Ode of the sugar 
Senators is authority for the statement that 
hé proposed tu the House-conferrees first to 
submit the Wilson bill to the Senate and then 
to submit the Senate bill to the House and 
stand by the result. The proposition was re- 
jected with a curious mixture of indignation 
and alarm. fur the House eonferrees know 
well that if that unreliable body once gets its 
clutches on the Senate bill it will bow down 
in ubject submission and then scamper home 
to patch up such fences as the political cy- 
clones of the summer have left standing. 


Gormn’s Significant Statement. 


Senator Gorman said today on the floor of 
the Senate that he hoped for an agreement 
early next week. Later in the day he was 
quoted as saying that he would vote for any 
bill which was reported from the conference 
committee. But, he added significantiy, that 
as he had been abused and villified for work- 
ing to secure a bill which could pass the Sen- 
ate, he would not consider it his duty to 
entreat other Senators to follow his 
exampie in voting for the conference 
report.

SENATE PASSES SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. .

Wasuiweron, D. C., Aug. 2:—Biit one more 
approptiation bill the deflcieney- remains 
to be acted on by the Senate, the sundry 
civil having been passed today after a three 
days’ discussion. The most important 
amendments adopted today were the increase 
of the quarantine fund from $624,000 to 
$1,000,000, and donating 1,000,000 acros 
of desert lands to the States to which the 
desert land laws apply, us well as to Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Utah, Arizona, NeW Mexico, 
and Oklahoma. 

Among the petitions presented was one 
from members of the United States In- 
dustrial Arn y,“ now encamped. near Wash- 
ington, which Mr. Peffer presented. It was 
referred to the Committee on Immigration 
and Labor. 

Tho réport of the conferrees on the District 
of Columbia appropriation bill was agreed to. 
The Hatch uuti-option bill was reported to 
the Senate by Mr: Washburn from the Com- 
mittee on Agriculture and placed on the 
calendar. Mr. George objected to the bill 
because he considered it inadequate to ac- 
com plish the desired reform. 

he following House bills were then passed: 

Placing James William Abert on the retired 
list of the army, with the rank of Major of engi- 
neers; placing Charles B. Stivers on the retired 
list of the army as Captain of infantry: changing 
the lines between. eastern and western judicial 
districts of North Caralina;: for the relief of 
George B. Cosby; to donate four condemned cun- 
non of the navy to Sac City, Ia., to be placed at 
the pedestal of the soldiers’ monument; and for 
the construction of a military road from El Paso 
to Fort Bliss, Tex. , 

The resolution offered yesterday by Mr. 
Chandlet cirecting a special committee to in- 
vestigate the Dominion Coal company of 
Nova Scotia, whether it was organized or is 
being conducted in the expectation that Con- 
gress would repeal the tariff tax on coal; 
whether any officers of the government are 
interested in the company; and whether any 
assurances that the duty would be removed 
were given the company, and if so who gave 
such assurances, and whether steps are being 
taken to fulfill the assurances, was laid be- 
fore the Senate and Mr. Chandler urged ite 
adoption. Mr. Chandler claimed that John 
K. Russell of Massachusetts avowed his con- 
nection with the Dominion Coal company 
and was to be an avowed participant in 
the profits to come to the compray from 
the removal of the duty on coal. 
He thought that Mr. John E. Russell, as the 
adviser of the President on the removal of 
the duty on coal, would ‘bear investigation, 
and he believed that the facts which had been 
eubmitted not only warranted the Senate in- 
vostigating the charges, but required it to ado 
80. eaving the subject of coal he took up 
the question of sugar, and arraigned the Sen- 
ate for its action in insisting on the differen- 
tial duty given to refiners. Speaking of the 
one-eighth differential as the * dona- 
tion to the trust, whose President, Mr. Have- 
meyer, admitted having poured out its money 
like water. 

The question was then put on the motion by 
Mr. Hill to lay the Chandler resolution on the 
table and the Vice-President declared it car- 
ried, but Mr. Chandler subsequently asked 
that the vote be reconsidered, and this being 
done the motion to lay on the table was de- 
feated, 16 to 30; The resolution went to the 
calendar under the rules and it will require a 
vote of the Senate to again bring it up for 
consideration. 

The general deficiency bill was taken up, 
but was laid aside and the Senate at 5 o’clock 
went into executive session and at 5:10 ad- 
journed. 


NEWS FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Important Changes Proposed in Postace 
Stamps of Large Denominations, 


Wasurnétron, D. C., Aug. 2.—Important 
changes iu the denominations of postage stamps 
are contem plited by the Postoffice Department. 
The princloa Jones are in the newspaper and pe- 
riodical series, but the regular series is also to 
be altered. .Of the latter the ones, twos, threes, 
fours, fives, sixes, eights, tens, and fifteens, 
which are now in use, will be continued. The 
present 30 and 90 cent ordinary stamps 
probably will be discontinued and 50 
cents and one, two, and five 2 
stamps will be added to the series. It is in- 
tended to reduce the number of denominatigns 
of the newspaper and periodical stamps 172 
twenty-four to twelve or thirteen. The doNar 
stamp now printed for the first time by the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing is the doupbt- 
ful one, but it will probably be finally decided on 
favorably to its continued use. he new de- 
nominations of the series, either now printed by 
the bureau for the first time or to be issued later, 
are 5, 25, and 50 centa, and $1, $2, $5, #10, $20, 
$50, and 6100. Those to be dropped out of use 
are 3, 4, 6, 8, 12. 24, 36, 48, 60, 72. 84, 96 
cents, $1.02, and $3, $6, $9, $12, $24, $36, $48, 
and 560.

sideration of the House Resolutions 


Regarding the New Monarchy=—Tie 
Vote Over Their Approval and Cuckoos 
Forced to Run to Cover=Bad Showing 

of the Financiul Statement. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 2.—[Special.]— 
There was a lively scene at the meeting of the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs, grow- 
ing out of the consideration of the Hawaiian 
resolutiors offered a few days ago by Repre- 
sentative Boutelle of Maine, These resolu: 
tions were called up in the’ committee ‘today 
by Representative Van Voorhis of New York, 
who urged their passage, but a enag was 
struck when School Teacher Everett of Mas- 
sachusetts and a recent convert to Democ- 
racy moved an adjournment. At the time 
he made this suggestion Mr. Van Voorhis 
was addressing Chairman McCreary on 
the subject of the Boutelle resolutions. 4 
ruling was made that the. motion to adjourn 
was in order but when a vote was taken there 
was a tie, the twelve committeemen present 
breaking even, so the motion was lost. Then 
Congressman Geary of California. took a 
hand in the controversy by moving to strike 
out the last section of the proposition making 
recognition of Hawaii obligatory upon the 
President of the United States. Ingthe dis- 
cussion of ttiis suggestion the California Con- 
greasman paid his‘respects to the administra- 
tion in a manner which will not be relished at 
the White House. when Mr. McCreary makes 
his report of the proceedings, For it was 


charged by Mr. Geary that not only were the 
Industries of the United States being jeo- ; 


pardized by the course of the President and 

his advisers but those of Hawaii as well. 
We have here now,“ continued Mr. Geary, 

at the Capital of the United States, a depu- 


tation seeking to obtain some sort of recogni- 


tion which. may be construed as being inim- 
ical to the existing goverment of the Sandwich 
Islands. An attempt has been made to 
create the impression that this commission or 
whatever it may be termed is going to do 
something at Washington which may result 
in overturning the present government in the 
interest of monarchy. Méatiwhilé business 
is  prostrated, simply because it has been 
given out in Honolulu that this trio of the de- 
posed Queen’s advisers are going to be given 
some encouragement by the Government of 
the United States. Every man in this coun- 
try who kuows anything about the matter, 
whether by hearsay or otherwise, is in- 
formed that the Republic. of Hawaii is 
entitled to prompt recognition by the 
Government of the United States. I was one 
of the few mei in the House who stood by 
President Cleveland when he needed friends 
on this Hawaiian matter,. but I am convinced 
now that be has been acting in the wrong and 
there should be a change of policy.“ 

This kind of talk was not relished by the 
cuckoos on the Foreign Affairs committee 
and it was hastily agreéd that a compromise 
had better be madeas speedily as possible. 
Inasmuch as Mr. Van, Voorhis had accepted 
the amendment proposed by Mr. Geary it was 
feared that the resolutions would go through. 
and s@ a wordy war was inaugurated. , While 
matters were in this interesting position Con- 
gressman Henry W. Blair of New Hamehire 
hut his foot in it again just as he did in the 

chinese case and suggested a postponement 
of the subject until Saturday. Glad enough 
for any promised relief and with the assurance 
that they might possibly encompass the defeat 
of the resolutions before Saturday this motion 
was agreed to. ö 1 

Representatives of. Liliuokalani have not 
yet made a public admission of the real ob- 
ject of their long journey. So far none of the 
Commissioners has yet secured an audience 
with the President or the Secretary of State. 
A ‘personal interview with the President may 
not be an essential feature of their mission, 
as the business can de transacted almost 
equally as well through the medium cf unoffi- 
cial notes, or by some “great and good 
friend’’ having the entree of the administra- 
tion circle. It is almost beyond belief 
that they can even ‘hope to prevent the 
approval of Minister Wiliis’ action it. recog- 
nizing the new Hawaiian Republic in the name 
of the President of the United States, or that 
the President will long delay official notice of 
his approval. So long as the action of Minis- 
ter Willis is not actually disavowed it will 
stand as the act of the government he repre- 
sents. In this view of the case the conclusion 
is almost irresistible that all the emissaries of 
the Queen are hopeful of is that the great gov- 
ernment responsible for her overthrow, will 
make proper provision for her care and main- 
tenance in Her declining years,

INVESTIGATION UNSCATHED. 


Committee Finds Nothing to Criticise in 
Their Conduct or in the Dealings of 
the Trust Officials—Supplemen tal Re- 
ports Do Not Treat the Senators 80 Le- 

‘ plently=They Show That the Bill Was 
Constracted as the Trust Wanted Ite 
Testimony Hitherto Kept Secret. 


Wasuinetor, D. C., Aug. 2.—[Special.)]— 
The committee appointed by the Senate to 
investigate the charges that certain Senators 
had speculated in sugar and that legislation 
on the sugar schedule of the tariff had been 
influenced by the trust presented a volley of 
reports to the Senate today. On the main

mitted a supplemental report; and Allen, 
did likewise.

The supplemental report presented -by the 
Republicans deals with the really important 
feature of the whole investigation, and that is 
how far the sugar trust has been responsible 
for legislation in the Senate affecting its in- 
terests.

of the trust admitted making contributions 


to the campaign funds of both parties in dif- 
ferent States. They denied contributing to 
the National Democratic Campaign commit- 
tee, but at the «same time declined 
to submit their books to the inspection of 
the committee, and the officers of the 
trust are now under indictment for contuma- 
cy. It is this phase of the inquiry 
that the Republican members of the commit- 
tee go into in their report and it is generally 
admitted that they have made out a strong 
case as showing the connection between the 
sugar trust and the Senators who introduced 
the compromise amendments, and who are 
etill holding the Senate by the throat and pre- 
venting the immediate action on the tariff 
which the country has so loudly demanded. 

Secretary Carlisle is exonerated, and the 
parts of the article reflecting on him are de- 
clared to be without foundation, except that 
it is a fact according to Secretary Carlisie’s 
testimony that he did, at the requast of Sen- 
ator Jones of the Finance committee, draft 
an amendment to the sugar schedule, a copy 
of which as described by Mr. Carlisle is at- 
tached as an exhibit to the testimony.”’

The committee also reports the substance 
of the testimony of the sugar refiners as say- 
ing that the campaign contributions were 


for the purpose of influencing national cam- 
paigns, or for the purpose of securing or de- 
feating national legislation. 

No other testimony has, the committee 
says, been offered, suggested, or discovered 
which would tend to support the statements 
of Edwards in this regard. Nor is there, they 
unite in sayimg, any evidence in support of 
the statement that either of the Messrs. 
Havemeyer had an interview with President 
Cleveland on a yachtin thesummer of 1892 
or of 1898 in regard to the sugar interests of 
the Hawaiian Islands or any other sugar in- 
terests, or the policy of the administration in 
regard to them. 

On the contrary, it has been affirmatively 
shown, they ay, that the statement is un- 
true as to any such interview having oc- 
curred.”’ 


No Fault to Find with Trust Officers. 
It is, the committee says, shown by the evi- 


- dence that one or more officers of the sugar 


trust were in Washington and that they saw 
several Senators, generally those represent- 
ing States in which sugar retineries were lo- 
cated, with the view of influencing legislation. 
but these gentlemen deny the use of any im- 
per means to that end. Both the mem- 
rs of the trust and of the Finance com- 
mittee denied that any meeting took place be- 
tween them at the Capitol or elsewhere, as 
was stated in the Holland letter to have 
taken piace, and there is no evidence in sup- 
port of the statements in this regard. 

The committee also unites in saying that no 
evidence bas been adduced tending to show 
improper conduct on the part of those en- 
gaged in the framing of the sugar schéduie in 
the tariff bill. Though perhaps outside the 
scope of the duty imposed upon your com- 
mittee, they say, they take occasion to strong- 
ly deprecate the importunity and pressure to 
which Congress and its members are sub- 
jected by the representatives of great indus- 
trial combinations, whose enormous wealth 
tends to suggest undue influence and to create 
in the public mind a demoralizing belief in 
the existence of corrupt politics, 


No Senators Speculated.

It is pointed out that 
Messrs. Havemeyer, Searies, Henry R. Reed, 
Cord Meyer, and H. L. Terrell of the sugar 
trust ail testified that they sought to secure 
an ad vaiorem duty. 

Trust Got What It Wanted. 
* The report says: 

It appears by the testimony of Senator Vest 
that Senators Brice of Ohio, Gorman of Mary- 
land. Smith of New Jersey, Hill of New York, 
and Senators White and Caffery of Louisiana, 
after said conference (of Democratic Senators) 
came to the rooms of the Finance committee in 
regard to the sugar schedule. Senator Vest 
testified that Mr. Gormanfurged a duty of 40 per 
cent ad valorem and a quarter of a cent per 
pound differential in favor of refined sugars as 
the proper schedule. This was opposed by the 
Senaters from Louisiana, representing the 
producers, as against the refiners of sugar. 
Afterward the specific schedule was changed by 
the Finance committee and was repor' as it 
now stands—with a 40 per cent ad valorem dut 
and one-eighth of a cent per pound differential. 

The report concludes: 

It is a matter of complete indifference to the 
trust what duties are levied upon sugar so long 
as the form is ad valorem and a sufficient differ- 
ential is given in favor of refined sugar. The 
sugar trust, by the evidence of its President and 
Treasurer, has contributed freely to the State 
and city campaign funds of both parties, and 
their contributions have been made in years when 
national elections were held. This is a thorough- 
ly corrupt form of campaign contribution, for. 
such contributions being given to two oppos- 

! parties, are not for the purpose 
ot promoting certain political principles, but to 
establish an obligation to the giver on the part 
of which every party comes into power. The 
trust does not give to political parties for the 
promotion of political principles in which it bo- 
lieves, but for the protection of its own interests, 
as appears by the same testimony. The fact that 
both political parties is sufficient 
proof of the purpose of its contributions and of 
For these reasons the 
undersigned have felt it important to lay before, 
the Senate and the country the fact that thé

CLEAN WORK OF TUG. 


BLAOKBALL PULLS rows WITHOUT 
BELOHING SMOKE. 


Oil Ie Burned and the Experiment Proves 
Satisfactory — Burnefs Kegulate the 
Fuel-Suapplying Apparatus Much as 
They Do in a Lamp<In a Whole After- 
noon’s Work but Two Minutes of Paf- 
fing Soot Are Indulged In—Solution of 
the River Smoke Nuisance. | 


After several months occupied in installing 
a fuel oil burnimg-plant in the tug Blackball 
of the Vessel-Owners’ Towing company, the 
apparatus has been completed, and the tug is 
now doing active duty towing vessels. The 
oil plant was installed on the suggestion of 
Smoke Inspector Adams for the purpose of 
showing that the smoke nuisance on the river 
could be abolished by the use of 
fuel oil, and the results appear to show 
that the dil Will do what 
claimed for it. The tug tows vessels, 
keeps up steamyand makes no smoke except 
at times when the burners are turned too high 
or there isa sudden change from a forced to 
a natural draft. In these instances, however, 
the smoking lasts no longer than the time re- 
quired by the fireman to turn a valve and re- 
duce the supply of fuel. As far as making or 
not making smoke is concerned it is merely a 
question of turning a valve. It is as simple 
as turning an ordinary lamp too high and 
thus making it smoke. yikes efit 

The Blackball went into commission and 
began doing active duty at 4 o’clock Wednes- 
day afternoon and has been in continuous 
service since, performing the ordinary work 
in a satisfactory-manner without creating a 
smoke nuisance. From 4 o'clock Wednes- 
day afternoon until 7 o’clock yesterday 
morning. a period of fifteen hours, the 
Blackbail made six tows, as follows: 

Schooner Guido, from Blackhawk street to 
Clybourn avenue, timber; schooner Nellie Ham- 
mond, from North Halsted street to St. Paul ele- 
vator, ligh};«schooner John Minor, fram North 
Pier to lumber market, lumber: schooner Libbie

schooner Olga, from the lake to the lumber mar- 
ket; schooner John Kelderhouse, from the lake 
to Main street, lumber. 

From 7 o’clock yesterday morning until 6 
o’clock at night the Blackball made the fol- 
lowing tows: 

Schooner H. A. Richmond, from the North Pier 
to Twelfth street, ice; schooner Kate Hinchman, 
from the lake to Rush street, timber; schooner 
Evelina, from the lake to the Santa Fé elevator, 
railroad ties. 

Burner Regulates Smoke. 


A reporter for Tun Trrsune was on the 
Blackball when the last two tows were made 
and noted the conditions with reference to 
steam and smoke, The tug left the dock of 
the Vessel-Qwners’ Towing company at 2 
o’clock with eighty pounds of steam. When 
it started up a change was made in the quan- 
tity of oil burned and smoke followed for ten 
seconds. As soon as the fireman adjusted the 
burner the smoke ceased. Near Rush street 
bridge more oil was turned on, and 
for a few seconds there was smoke. 
As in the preceding case, it ended 
upon the burner being adjusted. When 
the tow line of the schooner Hinchman was 
taken in the lake, the engineer used a force 
draft. A‘burner was turnedwn giving more 
oil. With the increase of steam the engineer 
changed the draft, and there was again smoke 
for a few seconds until the fuel was turned 
down. On the way to Rush street the fireman 
made changes in the quantity of oil to show. 
the effect of turning on too much. By a quar 
ter of a turn of the valve a thick black smoke 
was produced in the same manner that a ker- 
osene lamp is turned too high. When he 
again adjusted the burner the smoke : 
and no more, was made with that tow. 

There are three burners ia the firebox, and 
the manner in Wich the quantity of fuel. 18 
regulated is as follows: Twoof the burners 
are set at full capacity with a natural draft. 
They will not smoke under any circum- 
stances, not bemg affected by change of 
draft. These furnished the steady heat for 
the ordinary working of the tug. The valves 
are in the fire-room. The third burner is 
used to increase the heat when extra service 
is required. It is operated from the 
deck by a valve over the deck-house, 
The other two burners could also be op- 
erated from the same place by slight changes 
in the piping, thus making it unnecessary 
for the firemen to enter the fireroom at all. 
For that matter the burners may be operated 
by valves placed in any part of the tug. This 
plant being an experimental one the valves 
have not been arrangea as conveniently as 
they might have been, and experience will 
soon show the best plan. 

When the Biackball took the second tow, 
the Evalina, no change was made in the 
burners, and no ‘smoke was made. The 
steam gauge registered eighty pounds, and 
at 3:50 p. m. the tug with its tow started for 
the Santa Fé elevator. Onthelong trip up 
the South Branch, which ocqupied fifty min- 
utes, no smoke whatever. was made, although 
the usual experiences of hard and easy work 
were encountered in the draws of the various 
bridges, and in passing other vessels. 
steam began climbing up at the time the tug 
started: with its tow, and when Washington 
‘street was reached began blowing off. The 
third burner was turned off, and thereafter 
the steam fluctuated between 85 and 95 
pounds and biew off almost continuously ur- 
til the elevator was reached. When hard 


or 5 pounds, and then immediately rise when 
the hard pull was over. : 
Marked Change from Other Tugs. 

The absence of smoke froin the stack was 
in striking contrast to the soft coal burning 
tugs passed en route, which were belching 
smoke in the usual manner. Just before the 
slip was reached where the vessel was tied -up 
the second burner was turned off, leaving 
only one in use. When the tug started back 
there was. ten seconds of smoke when 
the oil was turned on For the rest 
of the run to the dock at the foot 
of Market street not à particle 
of smoke was made, although the tug stopped 
and started many times on account of the 
congested condition of the river. The burn- 
ers required no attention until the dock was 
reached, when all were turned off, and a 
fourth jet, which burns between two gallons 
and three gallons an hour, was lighted. With 
this little jet steam is kept up at any point 
desired. 

The quantity of oil consumed yesterday 
afternoon was not measured, but account was 
taken of the quantity used in the first fifteen 
hours mentioned. e average for the time 
was sixty-one gallons an hour. Thetug was 
alternately towing and lying at the dock. The 
cost of fuel oil when delivered in cars varies 
from 66 to 72 cents per barrel of forty-five 
gallons each. At the rate of 68 cents per bar- 
rel the Blackball burned $13.72 worth 
of fuel in fifteen hours. This was 
the estimate made by Lovell Cooper, the 
engineer and fireman of the National Supply 
company which put in the apparatus. If 
when verified it is found to be correct, ; the 
Blackball’s fuel bill was about equal to what 
coal would have cost for the same service. 
It is estimated that four tons would have 
been consumed at the average cost of $3.50 

rton. But 80 fer as the question of smoke 
is concerned the Black ball did not emit two 
minutes of smoke during the afternoon. |

Sevond Assistant. Chief Green and Marshal 
Horan of the First Battalion were in charge 
at headquarters and directed the move- 
ments of the relief department that was 
serving the city outside of the big fire, and 
as Cheif Swenie-relieved his forces they re- 
ported at Engine No. 23’s house, Patilina 
and Hinman streets. from which 
point they were distributed about 
the city under the direction of Assist- 
ant Chief Green. From the above table it 
will be seen that twenty calls were made, and 
that twelve of them were for fires other than 
that at the lumber yard. Luckily none of them 
proved to be serious fires. 

Chief Swenie said yesterday that this was 
the largest fire he had seen since the great fire 
that swept the city away in 1871. The lum- 
ber yaras were ripe for a fire,’’ he said.“ as the 
lumber was dry as tinder and stored in plen- 
ty. The /wind was such that we could never tell 
which * the flames would turn. Assistant 
Chief Musham was thrown into the river 
by the wind. I was near by, and fully ex- 
pected that two lumber piles in front of me 
would be\ picked up and thrown in every di- 
rection. t was a perfect whirlwind, and I 
prepared to lay flat on the ground. I think 
we were fortunate, under the circtistances, in 
holding that fire to the area it burned, and it 
would not have surprised me had it burned 
over twice the ground. But when we fought 
it toa standstill at Paulina street I knew the 
battle was over. The boys fought nobly and 
did work. 

„Were tue fatalities and injuries more than 
you could expect at such a fire?“ 

„No., It was a hard fireto fight—hot and 
smoky, and it was natural that there would be 
some accidents. Many of the men worked in 
dangerous spots long after they had been al- 
most totally exhausted. ie 

„Have you estimated the loss?“ 

„Only roughly, but I think that all of the 
„ ‘overestimated. it. I think 
that $1,000,000 will cover it and that not 
over 40.000, 000 feet of lumber was burned.”’ 


Fire Department's Loss. 


„The department’s loss, said the chief, ‘is 
not so — as we atticipated, beyond the 
loss of one of our men. Only one engine was 
damaged and that is ready for service now. 
Her wheels were barned off and that was all. 
We also lost about 3,000 to 4,000 feet of 
hose vaiued at 90 cents per foot. Lieut. Me- 
Ginn of the fireboat Geyser was @ brave and 
u good fireman. He was promoted toa Lieu- 
tenancy last year and was one of the bravest 
men we had. Our men.certainly did magnif- 
icent work. 
but they never faltered for an instant. We 
were not bampered by the crowd for the 
reason that the fire was so hot that they could 
get nowhere near where we were ut work, 

Thursduy's experience with fires starts the 
month of August off with a day’s record that 
would make this month compare favorably 
with July should the record continue. July, 
1804, will be memorable for the fact that it 
averaged a fire wey thirty-seven minutes in 
this city, or 1.202 alarme for the month, the 
largest month’s record ever kuown ia the 
history of Chicago.

FOUR HUNDRED AND FIFTY-EIGHT 
MEN GO T0 WORK... 


When the Whistle Biows as a Signal for 
the Men to Ge to Work There Is a Dia- 
play of Mingled Feelings—Nearly Evary- 
body, However, Is in Good Humor 


Over the Starting of the Work- bu 


gruntied Scrikers Try to Make Trouble, 
‘bat Are Suppressed by Police. 
Everything indicates cow that the back. 
bone of the Puilman strike is broken. The 
first effort made by the company tò resume 
operations was much more successful than 
the officials hoped for. Four hundred and 
fifty-eight mechanics and laborers went to 
work in the repairing department yesterday, 
and the management had every assurance 
last evening that the force would be increased 
by at least 100 more today. Hundreds of the 
strikers gathered in the vicinity of the shops 
to see the old and the new men going to work 
and also to see them leaving for their homes 
in the evening, but no effort was made to stop 
or in any way interfere with them. ‘This was 
due chiefly to the fact that Capt. Powers and 
Lieut. Bassett had seventy-five police officers 
scattered about the grounds and keeping the 
crowd from collecting in any of the streets. 
Several committees of white-ribbon wearers 
appointed by the strike leaders to act as 
spotters and get the names of men 
going to work, especially new mon, 
were moving around when the first 
whistle blew at 5 o’clock. As the time 
for opening drew gear they stationed them- 
sel ves as close to the entrance gate as the 
Later on 
small knots of strikers and their wives and 
children commenced to gather in the side 
streets, off Florence boulevard, looking 
anxious and debating noisily as to whether it 
would be safe for them to venture closer to- 
wards the clock tower. Bluecoats met them 
at every corner and blocked their coufse. 


Women as Agitators. 


The gituation. was orderly and quiet until a 
number of women appeared on the scene. 
They seemed to be under the leadership of 
Miss McCurdy, who has gained considerable 
local reputation as an agitator. Her move- 
ments and talk were calculated to excite riot 
and doubtless would had the police 
not driven her away. Mrs. Mary 
Loughran, Mrs. A. E. Hinkley, and Mrs. Chap- 
man, who said they had been doing mission- 
ary work for two weeks, were aiso there urg- 
ing on the union committeemen to extra 
diligence in getting names and resistmg 
police interference. The male spectators to 
the opening proceedings were not in an angry 
mood. They looked perplexed and puzzied 
and scores of them acted as if a 
small amount of persuasion would break 
them away from the strike and cause them to 
make a rush for their old places in the shops. 
When they saw the seventy-five strangers 
from the city alight from a suburban train 
with bundles of tools under their arms and 
march in a body over to Supt. Middleton’s 
office some groaned and uttered threats of 
vengeance, but others apparently lost ‘all the 
courage they ever had and quickly disap- 


peared. . 

The long, sbrill blowing of the first whistle 
at 5 o’clock created something of a sensation 
throughout the whole section in and around 
Pullman. It had not been heard since the 
morning of May 1 and to hundreds of people 
hada cheerful sound, but to the deluded 
dupes of Debs it wasa knell. When the ma- 
chinery was started at 6:30 o'clock 221 
workmen had received their time checks 
at the entrance door and taken 
their places in the various shops of the repair 
department. In the first-comiers were paint- 
ers, cGarbuilders, blacksmiths, tinners, ma- 
chinists, upholsterers, and giaziers. With the 
exception of the seventy-five from down-towp 
„ all former employés of com pa- 
ny but had not taken part in the strike.

BEGINNING TO RESUME WORK AT PULL- 
MAN. 

Yesterday about 400 men, the majority of 
them old employés, went to work in the Pull- 
man repair shops. The ice being thus broken 
it is likely that more will return and that in a 
week all for whom there is work will be 
back in their old places. There was no dis- 
turbance yesterday, And as the Mayor, by 
withdrawing nearly all the troops, has be- 


come bound to keep the peace with the ordi- 


nary police agencies he will see that there is 
no mobbing, waylaying, or trouble. There 
has been none there thus far. The strikers 
have behaved very well and should continue 
to do so even if they do not return to work, 
Debs has been saying very earnestly of late 
that he is inflexibly opposed to violence and 
that he has lost faith in strikes, and all who 
believe in him should heed his words. 

Now that the Pullman strike is drawing to 
a close it will not be amiss to ask, What has 
been the good of it? Whom has it profited? 
Not the men directly engaged in it. They 
have been out of work three months living 
on their savings or on charitable contribu- 
tions. They go back to work at the wages 
they struck against. Three months ago, dis- 
satisfied with their pay, they struck for an in- 
crease. They wanted to recover the high 
protection wages of a year before. 

They lost sight of two things: One of them 
was that the reduction of 25 per cent in their 
wages was due to the policy of the party 
whose candidates most of them had voted 
for in 1892. The Pullman precincts went 
heavily for Cleveland that year. The other 
was that the purchasing power of the money 
in which they were paid when they struck 
had _appreciated considerably. It bought 
more of everything. except house-room at 
Pullman. The dollar paid ‘them in 1894 
bought as much flotr, meat, and groceries as 
a dollar and fifteen cents in 1893. These 
facts they 4gnored or saw not. They only 
saw that they wanted as many gold dollars 
per day or week as they had been getting a 
year before when business was booming. 
They would not believe that they were being 
paid as muchas the commercial conditions 
existing in May, 1894, permitted their em- 
ployer to give them without loss to himself. 
The walking delegates told them only of 
their wrongs,” and said not a word about 
the difference in the business state of the 
country between May, 1893, and May, 1804. 
They forgot that the anti-protection party had 
come into power by the help of their own 
votes. So they went out on a strike to re- 
cover Republican protection wages. The ab- 
surdity of their action they don't seem to 
have seen. 

It has been a peaceable strike as far as they 
personally are concerned, partly because the 
Pullman company did not fry to hire new 
men. But it was utilized by Debs for ptr- 
poses which the Puliman strikers never 
dreamed of, He got up a boycott strike 
against the unoffending railroads which has 
cost the country, many millions of dollars 
and which has thrown thousands of men out 
of their jobs through no fault of their own, 
and has cost thousands of sympathetic 
railroad strikers good paying places they 
might just as well have been filling now. The 
Pullman men were not benefited in any way 
by this intermeddling of Debs in the least. 
It would have been better for them and the 
country if they had waited till times were bet- 
ter before striking for more pay. 

Tue Trrsune has said repeatediy that of a 
hundred strikes on a failing market ninety- 
nine are and must be failures. An @mployer 
loses money by closing down his plant. But 
when he loses less by doing that than by man: 
ufacturing at a loss because of too high 
wages he prefers the smaller to the greater 
loss and shuts up shop till the employés are 
ready to go back to work at wages which will 
permit him to keep his head above water. 
Ona rising market, however, strikes are often 
successful, since the employer will lose more 
by keeping his plant idle than he will by giv- 
ing higher wages and going on with work. 

The men at Pullman ought to have been fa- 
miliar with these facts. Their labor leaders 
should have told them of these things if they 
seemed to be unaware of them. But there 
was an utter ignoring of all the lessons of ex- 
perience and of thesimplest elementary prin- 
ciples of political economy. The. men went 
abead and struck in depressed times and on a 
falling market as confidently as if they had 
been in the boom year of the World's Fair. 
It is to be hoped that before they strike again 
they will study the situation more carefully. 

There are laws requiring lawyers and doc- 
tors to pass. examinations to show their fit- 
ness to look after. the legal disputes and the 
health of the community. There should be 
a law providing that every man who seeks to 
be a salaried labor leader or walking dele- 
gate should appear before a board of intel- 
ligent men, be exaurined as to his qualifica- 
tions, and if he fails to answer correctly such 
simple questions as What is the fate of a 
strike in hard times and on a falling market? 
be refused his diploma and forbidden to teach 
or walk at a labor union’s expense. A 
poorly qualified labor leader can do much 
more mischief than a shyster lawyer or quack 
doctor. 4

JAPAN WILL HAVETO PAY SMART MONEY. 

The destruction of the English steamer Kow 
Shung by the Japanese cruiser Naniwa was a 
bad mistake by the Japanese commander, and 


| undoubtedly it will cause serious trouble to 


his government. The claim that the Japanese 
officer had no knowledge of the facts till after 
the Kow Shung had sunk cannot be accepted, 
and will be treated as an uttempt at a pitiful 
There seems to be no doubt that the 
doomed vessel was twice boarded from the 
cruiser and had its papers strictly scrutinized, 
or that its chief officer fully explained the 
situation to the Japanese commander. He 
asked permission to return to the Chinese 
port from which he had sailed. He pleaded 
that the Kow Shung left China in time of 
peace, that there had been no declaration of 


sailing under a British flag, and had a perfect 
right to convey Chinese troops to Corea in 
the absence of ary knowledge that war,would 
be declared between the two powers. All this 
was unheeded. The vebsol was fired upon 


continuously till she began to sink, the sailors 
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able to kill 


war, that the Kow Shung was a. British ship, 


struggling in the water were killed off by a 
deadly rain of bullets fired by the machine 
guns on board the Naniwa. The dispatch 
says there was no attempt to eave life. It 
was evident that no quarter was to be given. 
All were to be massacred.” And seven Ep- 
glishmen perished in company with most df 
the sixteen hundred Chinese soldiers who 
were on the ill-fated transport. 1 

It is hard to say just what action will be 
taken by the British Government. An apolo- 
gy has been tendered by the Japanese, and 
reply is reserved till the matter has been in- 
vestigated. Itis not difficult to tell approxi- 
mately how they would have been dealt with 
had they perpetrated such an outrage upon 
the United States. They would have been re- 
quired to make a very awple apology, to pay 
for the vessel in full, and to pay a heavy in- 


‘demnity for each one ot the American citi- 


zens suffering death at ‘their hands under cir- 
cumstances which make the crime one little 
short of murder. The Chinese Government 
might have been left to settle for the death of 
its own subjects, but for the rest the best rep- 
aration possible would have been insisted on. 
It is not probable that England wiil be less 
exacting than our government would have 
been under similar circumstances. Almost it 
may go without saying that the demand made 
will be acceded to, as the Japanese hardly 
could atford to take the inevitable conse- 
quences of a refusal, though they might count 
in such case on receiving help ‘from Russia, 
which long has been suspected of designs on 
Chinese territory anc of gradual advances on 
the same line of policy that has dictated the 
march of the Russian bearstowards India. So 
there is a bare possibility that, flushed with a 
first success, and unable to prove that the , 
sinking of the Kow Shung was a mistake 
made in ignorance of the real conditions, 
the Japanese Government will got atone 
to the extent demanded. In such case the 
quarrel between these two nations of the ex- 
treme Orient might embroil the whole East- 
ern world, and scatter the flames of war over 
a great part of Europe as weil as Asia, be- 
cause Engiand and Russia hardly could try 
conclusions without dragging in the other 
great powers which long have been preparing 
fora combat a l'outrance. There even muy 
be room for just u trace of suspicion that the 
little finger of Russia yet will be discernible 
iu the matter. The Japanese Legation at 
Washington is reported to have expressed the 
opinion that indemnity for the deaths of the 
British sailors on the Kow Shung cannot be 
insisted on. : . 


THE OMAHA BUTCHER STRIKE. 

It is reported that about 1,300 butchers are 
directly involved in the packing house strike 
at Omaha, and indirectly doubie that number. 
It was hinted here a few days ago that proba- 
bly there would be a division and scattering 
of the packing houses of this city because of 
the lawlessness experienced in the Stock- 
Yards neighborhood and the idea that the 
workers could be controlled more easily if 
not so much concentrated. But things ap- 
pear to be about as bad at Omaha as in Chi- 
cago, and probably would be so at .other 
points in case the scatteration policy were 
udopted. It is and would be much the same 
class of material in either case. Some of the 
men are good citizens and others very poor 
ones, while it is unfortunate that the latter 
class make tne most noise, and often 
exert the greatest influence among their 
fellows. The workers belong to trades unions, 
and in their gatherings listen to much the 
same kind of oratory from the same sort of 
spouters, who stand little chance of being 
prominent except as they manage to make 
themselves heard by incendiary speeches and 
inciting to unlawful acts: There is another 
point in this packing-house striking business 
which has not received its due. share of attea- 
tion. It is that while the supply of material 
to the consumer is not cut off the grower of 
live stock in the country is a great sufferer, 
Packers do not want to buy anima!s if not 
them. Hence to the ex- 
the strike is a success 
standpoint of the strikers) 
the market is glutted with offerings, and 
prices go down because the competition 
among sgllers is greater than that between 
buyers. he man in the country who has 
shipped the animals loses the money which 
measures the decline in the market, besides 
being put to more expense than usual for 
holding his stock till he finds a customer, Yet 
the fellows whoincite strikes at the Stock- 
Yards pretend to be friends of the farmers 
and to want to fraternize with them. That is 
the essence of Debsism, also of diabolism. it 
is something of the character and conse- 
quence of which every honest man in the 
ranks of labor ought to be heartily ashamed.

THE CHOLERA IN EUROP 

Europe again is at the mercy of the terrible 
plague which carried havoc and despair over 
parte of the continent two years ago. The 
dread scourge has assumed alarming propor- 
tions in Russia, several hundred cases being 
reported to occur daily in St. Petersburg and 
vicinity, and has spread to Finland, which 
never before was known to be invaded by the 
cholera. No city in Europe is more liable to 
be cholera-scourged than St. Petersburg. The 
reason is that the city has no propér system 
of sewerage and the drinking water in sum- 
mer is bad. These defects breed cholera in 
any city where it gets a fouthold. K was the 
bad drinking water and bad sewerage of Ham- 
burg which caused the fearful loss of life 
there two years ago. But those defects are 
now remedied, 

For the week ending July 14 there were 
875 cases and 204 deaths in the Russian 
capital, and that the disease was rapidly 
spreading at the end of the week may be in- 
inferred from the statement that 218 cases 
were reported the 14th. Many cases are 
stated to have occurred in Cronstadt. The 
disease has spread to Warsaw, Berlin, and to 
several points in Belgium and Galicia, fifty- 
eight new cases and twenty-nine deaths beng 
reported from the Austrian province for 
July 28 and 20. Nominally the port of Mar- 
soilles has escaped thus far, its Mayor having 
officially denied that cholera is epidemic in 
that city, though he does not say that no 
cases have occurred. , 

There is room for the gravest fears as to the 
result of this visitation. We have yet ninety 
days in which it may spread with scarcely 
diminished violence in any place where the 
drinking water is bad and the sewerage system 
defective, invading; perhaps hundreds of 
points as yet unswept by it, and killing off a 
large number of the inhabitants of some 
which are least guarded by sanitary precau- 
tions against its ravages. August, September, 
and October must pass by, one quarter of the 
year, before the people of the badiy sewered 
cities in any one of the countries of Europe 
cap breathe freely in hope that the worst is 
past, and even then a mild fall may permit 
further decimation of the inhabitants in 
some of the cities. In the more northern 
Russia it may die down into quietness after 
the fever heats of August have gone by, but 
the epidemic is working its way southward 
and may be at its height in Mediterranean 
latitudes til! well along towards the time of 
the winter solstice. : | 

Fortunately for the people of the United 
States there is not for them any special men- 
ace in these conditions, which are so alarm- 


ing for residegts in the Old World. We have 
no streams of migration setting in towards us 


from the fever-stricken ports. On the con- 


trary, the tide is setting the other way, great 
numbers of foreigners going back to their 
European homes because of scarcity of work 
here and fears that things will be much worse 
in that respect the coming winter. So even 
our dark cloud of industrial depression is not 
without its side of lesser blackness if not of 
shining silver light. It would be terrible,indeed, 
if we were gravely threatened with the scenes 
reported from St. Petersburg, where the wine 
shops are closed Sundays and fete days 
and the hospitals full to overcrowding, the 
medical faculty overworked and its mem- 
bers almost terror-stricken in view of the 
possibilities of the future, while public no- 
tices are posted up in the streets giving di- 
rections as to the best methods to be taken 
to ward off the disease. Compared with the 
work of the pestilence there our smallpox 
visitation of this year was a minor calamity. 


THE CATHOLIC CHURCH AND THE 8A - 
LOONS. 

That excellent society called the Catholic 
Total Abstinence Union is now holding its 
annual convention at St. Paul. In his address 
of welcome to the delegates Archbishop Ire- 
land said: 


The church demands that its members be tem- 
perate. America has set her face against the sa- 
loon, the den of corrupt politics. and any church 
which will not come out for temperance is an 
odious excrescence of evil. 


The American saloon is the vile den of intem-* 
_perance. 


It is laden with blasphemy and sensu- 
ality. Temptations are there created which 
bring men to drink. I make no reference to the 
personal characters of saloonkeepers, but the 
business is bad. It is the: enemy of God and the 
country. Let the day soon come when we shall 
not see the name of a Catholic above the portals 
of a saloon, 8 

We must have all Catholics in office arrayed 
against the saloon and its interests. Political 
slavery is hideous, and especially so when it 
brings slavery to alcohol. I beg. in closing, the 
clergy to enlist in the grand cause, to organize 
for it, and to demand legisiAtion against selling 
to minors, Those in the saloon traffic should 
seek a more worthy calling. The church holds 
up a high ideal, and, whatever the Catholics may 
do, the church has done itsduty, Will Catholics 
rise to this high ideal? 


These are admirable words, and Catholic 
Archbishops, Bishops, and priests should heed 
them. Any church which puts the . saloon- 
keeper on the same footing with men pursu- 
ing other and innocent vocations cannot es- 
cape criticism. Every one knows what the 
works of the saloonkeeper are. He robs 
men of their money and sends them home 
reeling drunk fo beat wives and children 
whom they have beggared. He grows rich 
and influential on the debased alcoholic appe- 
tites of the community. To allow him to be 
a member of church societies and to give him 
to understand that there is nothing connected 
with his wicked business which endangers his 
standing asa church member, or imperils his 
hopes of salvation, is to make the church 
something of a partner in a rather dis- 
reputable business. 

It is gratifying to hear high and influential 
dignitaries of the Catholic Church speaking 
out as Mgr. Sutolli and Archbishop Ire- 
land are doing now, and taking the same posi- 
tion as Protestant denominations have long 
held. One may make a long search without 
being able to find an Episcopalian saloon- 
keeper. A Methodist who kept a saloon 
would violate the discipline of the church and 
would be promptly expelled. Baptists, Pres- 
byterians, Congregationalists, U nitarians, etc., 
are not in the habit of engaging in the saloon 
vocation. It is high time for the Catholic 
Church to be as careful as are these other de. 
nominations. It has already suffered in re- 
spectability for winking at these practices of 
its mem bers. 

Cannot Archbishop Feehan demand that-the 
members of his church in Chicago shall keep 
out of the saloon business? The church and 
the community generally would be a gainer 
if he were todo so. Every one knows that 
the saloon is in politics in this city. Its cor- 
rupt power in the Council and else where for 
evil is very great. But the saloon would be 
less respectable and therefore less powerful 
if the Catholic Church were to set its face 
against it like a flint. As long as the saloon- 
keeper can be a Catholic and say that the 
church does not frown on his drunkard-mak- 
ing business and imposes no penance on him 
because he is engaged in it and admits him 
tothe sacraments and to membership in its 
societies as readily asif he were a lawyer, a 
blacksmith, a dry goods man, or clerk, so 
long can he ask for the votes of coreligionists 
when he is running for Alderman. 

Archbishop Ireland wants all Catholics in 
office arrayed against the saloon and its inter- 
ests. The first step is for Catholics to stop 
voting for saloonkeepers for offices. Were 
this done there would be very few salooa- 
keepers in the Chicago City Council, while 
now there area great many. If the saloon- 
keepers were banished from the Council 
many things could be done to regulate the 
liquor traffic which are impossible now. 
There would be no difficulty then about for- 
bidding the starting of a saloon, next door toa 
church or a school or in any private residence 
district. 

A State is of this world. A church is of the 
next. A State his to temporize and to com- 
promise. It must resort to expedients. It 
must do the best it can with men as it finds 
them. The mission of the church is to make 
men better and fit them for another and purer 
world. It cannot afford to adopt a policy of 
shutting its eyes to notorious dens of wicked- 
ness. It is not compelled to tolerate the 
saloonkeeper as a church member. There- 
fore the Catholic Church, like other churches, 
should not be on Christian brotherly terms 
with the drumshop man. He should be told 
that the church condemns his evil business 
and that he cannot be an acceptable member 
of it and vend whisky at the same time, The 
church should declare that the doggery busi- 
ness is a disreputable one from the Christian 
standpoint of view and thata man may lose 
his soul by going into it. If Archbishop 
Feehan and his priests were to say that and 
act on it there would not be many ‘Catholic 
names above the portals of a saloon in 
Chicago.

Arguing With a Free Silver Crank. 

Evanston, Cook Co., III., July 31.—{Editor of 
The Tribune. — Permit me through the impartial 
columns of, your paper to make aj reply to your edi- 
torial yesterday in regard to the price of wheat. 
You say the extreme depression is all the more 
surprising as itis generally understood that farm- 
ers hold scarcely any old wheat,” and that the 
question is asked why wheat should sell at such 
extraordinary low prices.’ “No one fact,“ you 
say, “can be adduced as an answer. Now, 
while you ‘undertake to answer the question 
and give several reasons which you think par- 
tially account for the low prise, you fail to 
mention at all one of the chief reasons, and 
which is perhaps the main reason, for the 
decline in the last twelve months, for it is 
agreed that the mysterious deciine has oc- 
curred during the last year. taking the price far 
below the oid low prices. I think you will find 
this to be the result of destroying as a medium 
so large a part of the money of the world, or, in 
other words, the demonetizing of silver. Nearly 
the whole civilized world is now on a gold basis. 
[ine civilized world tor a hundred years has 
been on a gold basis and has held up the value of 
all the silver in use in their respective countries 
to the same standard of purchasing power—ex- 
cept Mexico and some half-civilized Latin Ameri- 
can countries.—Ep.| Wheat has had its mys- 
torious fall in price since the closing of the 
mints of India to silver. 

[Wheat had been going down steadily in price 
for a considerable time before India ceased to 
coin more rupees—and the cause of low wheat is 
mantfestly that more has been offered in the mar- 
ket than was needed. Surpluses of food depress 
prices; deficiencies enhance them. Ep.] 

First and last a gy centof tue money of 
the world has been -demonetized, and there is 

nothing mysterious that wheat should sell at 50 
cents per bushel; on the contrary, if the normal 
supply kept up it would be surprising if it did 
not even sell for less than 50 cents. 

ES pont is worth a dollar a bushel in Mexico in 
silver, and also in all free coinage nations; becauss 
their silver is only worth as money half as much 
per ounce as in all those countries which this 
correspondent says have “ demonetized’’ it, 
What he calls demonetizing silver really means 
artificially keeping it at double the purchasing 
power it has in any free coinage country. Thus 
the alleged * demonetized " 600 millions of sil- 

ver money in this country is worth twice what it 
would be with free coinage in the United States. 
—Ep. 

It is just what the bankers of London expected, 
and all of thehrewd manipulators of the banking 
interests of tne Old World expected. Wheat has 
not deciined more than may other international 
commodities—no more than the price of labor 
will to adapt iteelf to the new conditions. If we 
reduce the medium of exchange one-half any 
high school student will teil you that if supply 
and demand of commercial products remain the 
same the price of them will decline one-half. It 
will take twice as much of any article to get a 
dollar as it did before. That is just the condi- 
tion of wheat, which occupies a somewhat differ- 
ent position from: corn, for wheat is of ali the 
products of the farm the most inter- 
national, and its price will rog · 
ulated by the market that buys in 
the cheapest markets of the world, while corn is 
not an international product, so to speak; ve 
little of it enters into the commerce of the dif- 
ferent nations. [On the contrary, when corn is 
considered in its many uses of food for man and 
beast and as pork and beef, alcohol and glucose, 
it is far more international and important. than 
wheat. But the market price of both cereals is 
purely a question of supply to demand and that 

only. the price of both and all o:her crops being 
computed on the gold n The price of 
wheat, being reguiated on the gold basis entirely, 
may be 40 cents per bushel in Chicago, while the 
price of corn, being regulated by the supply in 
the United States, may at the same time be twice 
that of wheat. Its price would be regulated by 
the home supply, the same as potatoes or any 
exclusive American product. The price of labor 
will be regulated on a gold basis because it is an 
international commodity and f&ows from 
one part of the world to another the 
same as wheat. The rice of wheat 
has always closely followed the price 
of silver and probably always will. Thus in 
1873, the year silver was demonetized here, 
wheat sold at $1.31 per bushel, while silver wa 

worth $1.29 per ounce, 

In 1883 wheat sold at $1.13 per bushel and 
silver at 61.11 per ounce. In 1893, the year 
India closed her mints to silver. wheat sold at 
63 cents per bushel andsilver sold below 70 cents 
per ounce. Now, in my opinion, the price of 
wheat will always remain around the price of 
silver unless the most enlightened nations of the 
world, say, thé United States, Engiand, France, 


and the most of Europ@, cease to grow it — | 


for their own consumption. Then the price wou 
go up to a higher plane, because then it would 
cease to be an international commodity of com- 
merce and rank in the same list as corn, pota⸗ 
toes, or other products grown only for home de- 
mand or consumption. espectfuil

Tus Trisune has stated ina previous article 
the principal reasons for the present low price 
of wheat. One of the free coinage advo- 
cates lifts up his voice to tell an ignorant world 
that the demonetization of silver is to blame 
for the fact, and nonsensically asserts that a 
large part of the money of the world has been de- 
stroyed as a medium of exchange. He says the 
price of wheat is fixed on the gold basis. That 
is true. It alwayshas been so fixed ever since 
there was a wheat marketin Chicago, and for 
many years before that. It has sold in our own 
market at its gold value, though for some years 
quoted on the currency basis, the price then 
finctuating up or down with every change 
in the gold premium, for always 
the wheat was sold for export on the 
basis of its gold value, and when the 
currencies of other nations have falien below 
gold par the price of wheat bas charged according- 
ly. And the correspondent is badly mixed in regard 
to the price of wheat in this market in 1873. 
The quotations then were in a paper currency in 
which the average price of the gold dollar for 
the year was $1.14, and the figure named by him 
was the top of the market, bemg no more a 
gauge of the real value of the cereal than was 
the $2 per bushel paid for it one day abont five 
yodrs ago. ;

In regard to the price of wheat the point aimed 
to be made by the silver crank is that if wowere 
to let silver money down to its bullion value and 


expel all the gold the American farmer could ob- 


tain twice as many silver dollars for nis wheat, 
each dollar having but halfthe purchas power 
it now has. The crank pretends to think this 
would benefit the farmer. How? Practically he 
would receive for a named quantity of wheat two 
half-dollars instead of a whole dollar, nd when 
he took them to the store he would geg no more 
goods for the two halves than he could: now get 
for the whole. The wheat might go to Kew York 
valued in silver at twice the price of 
when it arrived in Liverpool the infla 
vanish. It would sell there on the gold basis, 


and after deducting from the gold price costs of 
transportation and other charges the remainder 


would be the gold value of wheat here. It might 
be called worth twice as much, but calling it so 


would no more add to its value than the size of 
the farm on which the wheat was grown would 


be increased by reckoning its area in half-acres 
instead of in whole acres, 

When the crank is pressed on this point he re- 
plies in effect that the free coinage dollar con- 
taining 371% grains of pure silver would be 
worth a dollar, because the government would 
compel the people to take it for a dollar. Yes, the 
working men and women who have money depos- 
ited in the savings bank, the soldier or his widow 
receiving a pension, the holder of a life insurance 
policy when it became due, all might be forced 
to accept pay jn the free coinage silver dollar, 
but when they came to pay out the money they 
would find it go only half as far in the purchase 
of commodities as the same number of dollars 
will go today. This fact is kept in the back- 
ground by the silver cranks, even by those of the 
dishonest ones who are candid enough to admit 
that all the mortgage and store debts would be 
paid in money shorn of 50 per cent of its buying 
power. But how about getting into new indebt- 
edness? The man who wanted to raise money 
for the purpose of buying commodities or carry- 
ing on business would have to borrow twice as 
much in number of dollars in order to do the 
same amount of business as measured in yards, 
pounds, or bushels, and anybody but a crank 
Populist can see that the change would be of no 
real advantage, except in the one point of cheat- 
ing those who were creditors at the time the 
slump to the silver basis went into effect. None 
but cheats would be made any the richer by the 
debasement of the currency unit, and they only 
would prosper to the extent to which they were 
enabled to rob the more honest classes of the 
community on existing debts. They could not 
cheat people when making new contracts.

The legal tender notes are worth no more than 
that in which they are to be redeemed. If no ro- 
demption were provided for them they soon 
would be worth no more than a check on a 
‘* busted bank is worth. But they are worth par 


in gold and will be taken at not less than that so 
long as the people have full confidence that they 


will be honored by redemption in gold on de- 
mand. The National Admmist ration is under- 
stood to be rasolutely determined to protect the 
gold reserve when necessary by selling 5 per cent 
bonds under the old law, which gave the Presi- 
dent the right to sell 50 millions of them a few 
months ago. .As long as it is known that he may 


sell several hundred millions more under the 


same law and that he will exercise this right 
when necessary the greenbacks will be taken care 
of, and the silver paper which depends upon it 
also will continue to circulate at par.. 

But if the gold reserve should be allowed to dis- 


‘appear and it should cease to be the policy of the 


administration to replenish it the Treasury would 
redeem all the paper currency obligations in silver 
dollars. All the gold in the country would then 
drop out of circulation and cease to be the basis 
of circulatiom Gold would no more show up as 
money in domestic business than it did during 
the greenback era which ended with the year 
1878. The currency of the United States would 
drop to the silver standard, and $10 would buy 
only as much as can be purchased today with $5 
in gold. The millions of depositors in the banks, 
all old soldiers drawing pensions, every person 
0 ed to collect on a policy of life insurance, 
every person who had sold personal property or 
real estate on credit, would be entitled 
to receive the same number of dollars as before 
the change, but those dollars would not be 
worth half as much for the purchase of com- 
modities or other property, so that all the classes 
mentioned would suffer to the extent of at least 
50 cents on every dollar of the account. There- 
after we should do business on the basis of a 50. 
cent dollar, as is done in Mexico, and full dou- 
ble the number of dollars now required for the 
conduct of a business or the purchase of proper- 
ty would have to be employed. Then if there 
should be any appreciation in the price of. silver 
owing to the greater demand for it the result 
would be a loss to people who gave notes or 
mortgages, and as little able to bearit as those 


. who would be robbed by the substitution of a 50. 


cent dollar now for the 100-cent dollar. Tur 
TRIBUNE cann@t say how little gold would suffice 
to keep the paper from depreciating, but be- 
lieves it is not safe to have on hand less than the 
25 per cent required of the national banks in the 


central reserve cities. But when it is known that 


the goverument can and will sell 5 per cent 
bonds for gold whenever it becomes necessary to 
strengthen the redemption fund a smaller fund 
than 25 per cent may be sufficient todo the work.

DECLARATION OF WAR HAS BEEN MADE. 


China Gives Up Its Attempts to Settle thei 
Dispute Peaceably. . 

Wasninetoxr, D. C., Aug. 2.— [Special. — 
Announcement of a declaration of war be- 
tween China and Japan has reached Washing- 
ton. It came today in the shape of dis- 
patches to the State Department and the 
Chinese Legation, It is not Japan this time 
that makes the declaration. From now on will 
witness hostilities that will only end, if 
diplomats here are to be believed, when both 
countries have grown tired of slaughtering 
men and destroying property or in the sub- 
jection of one nation by the other. The State 
Department's dispatch came from Secretary 
of Legation Charles Denby Jr. at Pekin. 
The | first statement that struck Secre-. 
tury Gresham’s eye was: * War has been 
declared.“ This did not surprise him. 
*This is the end,“ Secretary Gresham said, 
of diplomatic relations between the two 
governments, and further negotiations of a 
diplomatic character cease from this time on. 
In the meantime the interests of Japan in 
China and those of Chinain Japan will be 
taken care of so far as possible under inter- 
national law by our diplomatic representa- 
tives in both countries.”’ 

The United States will be neutral, favoring 
neither Japan nor China evén morally. The 
State Department is anxiously watching the 
attitude of Russia and that of Great Britain, 
and would not be surprised to see those coun- 
tries giving aid to Japan and China respec- 
tively. 

Secretary Derby made no mention today 
of any battles, and there is therefore a sus- 
picion at the State Department that the re. 
port of a land battle between Japanese and 
Chinese troops is untrue. 

Now that war has been declared, the ad- 
ministration will have to cast about for ships 
to send to the Asiatic coast. There are only 
two vessela attached to that, squadron, the 
Baltimore and Monocacy, the former at Che- 
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mulpo and the latter at Nagasaki, where it is 
coaling and taking on board supplies. Orders 
have been sent the Concord and Petrel to join 
the Asiatic squadron at once. Repairs to the 
Charleston have been completed and it is 
ready tosail. Its orders to China probably 
will go forward immediately, Some of the 
vessels of the Bering Sea fleet also in all 
probability will sail for Asia for the pro- 
tection of our interests. The North Atlantic 
squadron may be called upon to supply ships 
for the Orient. There is talk of sending the 
Cincinnati to this station. 

The developments are being watched with 
great interest by the members of the two Con- 
gressional Committees on Foreign Affairs. 
Representative Hitt of the House committee 
was asked what he ‘thought about the report 
that Japan was about to let contracts with 
the Union iron-works of San Francisco for 
new vessels of war. He suid it would be im- 
possible for either Japan or China to take any 
vessels out of the ports of the United States 
for war purposes during the pendency of the 
war. If Japan proposed to purchase any war 
vessels in this country it would not get the 
benefit of them until after the close of the 
war. 

A telegram received atthe Japanese Le- 
gation says China has notified Japan that 
the Chinese Minister at Tokio and the Con- 
suls throughout Japan would be withdrawn 
Aug. 3. ‘In consequence of this action the 
Japanese Govern'nent has notitied its Chargé 
d' Affaires at Pekin and its Consuls through. 
out China to withdraw. 

At the request of the Chinese and Japanese 
Governments, made through their represent- 
atives here, the State Department has in- 
structed United States Minister Dun at Tokiv 
and Mr. Denby, Chargs d' Affaires at Pekin. 
to take under the protection of the United 
States the citizens of China in Japan and of 
Japan in China.

FIRED AT HIM AS HE SWAM AWAY. 


Captain of the Kow Shing Tells of Cruelty 
Naval Battie Imminent, 

Lonpon, Aug. 2.—The Japanese legation in 
this city bas received a dispatch from Tokio 
suying the signed affidavits of Capt. Galswor- 
thy and Chief Officer Tamplin of the Kow 
Shing have been received. The Captain tells 
the story as already known, but adds that 
when he sprang overboard to escape the Japs’ 
fire the Chinese shot at him as he swam for 
shore. 

It is announced that further Blue Jackets 
will be landed at. Seoul to reinforce the de- 
tachment stationed at the British legation. 

. The Times’ correspondent at Yokohama 
telegraphs as follows: 

The Japanese Minister at Seoul, after the col- 
lision there between the Japanese and Corean 
troops, placed Tai-In-Kun, the King’s father, at 
the head of the Corean Government. The peo 
ple of this city are in raptures over their naval 
victory. Following the example of the sov- 
ereign the people will contribute toward the ex- 
penses of carrying on the wat. 

The Times’ dispatch from Shanghai, dated 
Aug. 1, says: : 

Later information shows that the Kow Shing 
was sunk with 1,500 souls by the Japanese 
cruiser Naniwa, near Asan, Corea. An official 
inquiry into the loss of the vessel conducted by 
the Commissioner of Customs at Tien Tsin, has 
just been concluded. The statements of forty- 
five survivors were taked. They prove that the 
Kow Ching, while legitimately on its 
way to Asan, July 25. was ordered 
by the Japanese to anchor off the island of 
Shopaigul, where it remained until noon, being 
twice boarded by Japanese officers. Then, with- 
out giving any provocation, it was fired into and 
sunk by torpedoes from the guns of the Japanese 
cruiser Naniwa. The Japanese, according to the 
testimony of the survivors, fired with gatling 
gunson the wretches who were trying to save 
their lives by swimming. A dispatch from Tokio 
Aug. 1 says the whole Chinese fleet is assembled 
at Asan and a decisive naval battle is imminent. 

The Earl of Kimberly has demanded of the 
Japanese Government that the British Con- 


sul be allowed to be present when the com- 


mander of the cruiser Naniwa is tried by coutt 
martial fur the sinking of the Kow Shing. 
The German Government has instructed Col. 
von Hannekin, who escaped from the Kow 
Shing, to give to the British Consul at Seoul 
the fullest details of what occurred previous 
to the firing on the transport. 

A dispatch to the Standard from Berlin 
says: 

It is reported China has made several fresh 
concessions to Russia with regard to the Pamirs 
as an inducement for Russian assistance in the 
Corean conflict. 

A dispatch from Tien Tsin says the Emperor of 
China has issued an edict accepting the war 
which he says Japan has thrnst upon him, and 
ordering his viceroys and commanders to root 
out the pestilent Japanese from their lairs. 

The Chronicle’s correspondent at Tokio tele- 
graphs that the Japanese fleet is concentrating 
its strength at Kanghwa, an island at the mouth 
of.the Seoul River, and a great naval fight is 
expected shortly. 


Great Rolling Milis and Arsenals Erected 
ut Hanvan. 

Wasuinetos, D. C., Aug. 2.—[Special. |— 
China has been getting ready for the war with 
Japan for some time according to a recent 
story by an American Consul to the Flowery 
Kingdom. Jacob T. Child, writing to the 
State Department from Hankow, says: 

Ove of the marvels of this marvelous country 
is the vast rolling miils and arsenals now ap- 
proaching completion in Hanyan, a city opposite 
Hankow, on the Han side, erected under the 
auspices of Chang-Taz-Tung. Viceroy of Hupeh 
and Hunan. The plant covers about seventy acres. 

If ever finished it will be one of the most com- 
plete rolling mills in the world, as expense seems 
tohave been a secondary consideration in the 
erection of this immense establishment. Once in 
operation, itis the intention of the Viceroy to 
manufacture everything in the tron line—ord- 
nance, rails, machinery, small arms, etc. The 
arsenals are about complete, and machinery soon 
will be set up for the manufacture of arms and 
munitions. A number of skilled workmen are 
now en route here for the purpose of instructing 
the native artisans and of arranging everything 
in working order. So far nothing but the best 
material has been used; nothing of a shoddy 
character has been allowed in its construc- 
tion. The railroad is laid with heavy steel 
rails. The two traction locomotives are of 
the latest designs, and the iron cars are 
similar to those used in England for the trans- 
portation of coal and iron, and will be used for 
carrying coal, iron, and other material from the

Accompanying these greetings was a copy of 
the polyglot petition now bemg circulated 
throughout the World by the International 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union. 
which bears the signatures of 1,500,000 
active members of temperance societies and 
is indorsed by 5,000,000 others. Miss Fran- 
ces Willard was, offered a special train as the 
guest of the convention, but having previously 
arranged for a trip Hast she was compelled to 
decline. Among those present today were: 
Bishop Shanley of North Dakota; . Father 
Murphy of Montreal; Father O' Callahan of 
the Paulist Fathers of New York, who was the 
first priest invited to lecture before the Har- 
vard students, and Father Cooney of Notre 
Dame, Ind. 8 

The first business taken up was the reports 
of societies that have no connection with the 
union. The growth of the work reported in 
some sections of the country was phenome- 
nal. In one year the society at Muskegon, 
Mich., increased fram a membership of 27 to 
273. Mra, Lake’s report of the work in St. 
Louis was perhaps the most remarkable. Two 
years ago a total abstinence society was 
formed there with a membership of thirteen, 
and with the codperation of but one Catholic 
priest, Father Coffey, the society has grown 
until today it has 224 members.

Bishop Shanley of North Dakota Speaks. 

Speeches were made by Bishop Shanley of 
North Dakota and the Rev. Father Cooney of 
Notro Dame. When in St. Paul Bishop 
Shanley said he had five or six societies in his 
own patish, but in North Dakota there is not 
one. Within the confines of our State,“ 
said the rer gy ** intemperance is not sup- 
posed to exist, but it exists ail the same. The 
liquor, however, is not consuinegd by my peo- 
ple.“ Secretary A. P. Doyle of New York 
submitted an interesting report of the numer- 
ical strength of the order in which he says: 

We have added sixty-eicht new societies with a 
membership cf 2,633, to the roll of the National 
Union. There are now affiliated to the general 
union twenty-six subordinate unions and forty- 
nine detached societies. During the year sixty- 
eight societies were admitted and twenty-eight 
were withdrawn, leaving 763 societies, with a 
total membership of 55,445. [Illinois has eight- 
een societies. with 916 members; Indiana forty- 
six, with 2,082 members; Ohio forty-seven. with 
1,806; and Wisconsin twenty-two, with 1,836. 

Speaking of Satolli's letter, the Secretary 
said it would do more than twenty appeals to 
set the Catholic Church right with the Ameri- 
ean public on the saloon question.

ELECTRIC LOOP PLAN. 


PROPOSED SOHEME FOR OONSTRUC- 
TION OF AN ELEVATED ROAD. 


Idea Is Formed and Wil Be Presented to 

the Council as Seon as. It Reconvenes= 

Prospectes Is Ready=Aldermen Said to 

Favor the Plan—Organization Is Known 

as “The Chicago and Suburban Elec- 

tric -Blevated Raiiway Company”= 
Woman Takes Poison. 

The proposed scheme for the construction 
of a down-town electric elevated raiiroad loop 
to be operated in connection with the various 
elevated roads, will be presented to the City 
Council for consideration at the opening ses- 
sion immediately after the summer adjourn- 
ment is at an end. The prospectus of the 
road has been sent to the Aldermen, and it is 
— many of them are already in favor 
cm... 

The company back of the scheme was in- 
corporated only lately, but was considerably 
talked of durmg the agitation relative to a 
down-town loop early in the spring. The 
company has the rather broad and extensive 
title of The Chicago and Suburban Electric 
Elevated railway company,“ and the incor- 
porators are given in the prospectus as fol- 
lows: J. M. Hannahs, Albert Wahl, Fred W. 
Wolf, Canute R. Matson, Benezette Will- 
jams, and Michael W. Ryan, all of them 
well known in the business fraternity 
and more or less prominent in 
City Hall politics. The prospectus issued 
gives the object of the company to build an 
electric elevuted railroad in the city and sub. 


} urbs, but first of all, to secure the necessary 


frontage consents for the loop for the ele- 
vated roads already in existence, as required 
by law. The latter is stated as the principal 
object of the company, and the circular is so 
near silent on the other proposition that it 
may be inferred all attention will be devoted 
to the down-town loop. The route of the loop 
is in the very center of the city. It is intended 
to be placed oa Randolph street, beginning 
at State, thence west to Market, thénce 
south to Jackson, thence east to 
State, and thence north to Ran- 
dolph to the point of beginning. This 
route will reach the Lake street, the North- 
western, and the Metropolitan elevated roads, 
and the company figures that the South Side 
Alley road can reach it by extending down the 
alley to Jackson street. The company makes 
the statement, however, that in case the route 
is not satisfactory to the majority of the 
roads intended to be accommodated by it it 
can be changed as may be deemed more sat- 
isfactory. The prospectus contains the fol- 
lowing statements in regard to the project 
the question of land damages: 

It‘is well understood that inasmuch as front- 
age consents must be obtained before any rail- 
road can be placed on any street or alley in Chi- 
cago, such an slovabed structure and equip- 
ment as that on West Lake street, or such as the 
Alley road, cannot gain consents; hence cannot 
be admitted on the south side of the river, and 
that very properly, too, for such roads as above 
— = if placed on East Lake street or any 
—— sores south of the river, would be as dam- 

vo propery as the Manhattan is to streets in 

which damage will average at least 

son per jones. Therefore this structare has been 

designed, not only to avoid damages and obviate 

objections. but to gain approval and the favor of 

— owners as being a benefit to their prop- 

erty deauate damages in case of the construc- 

tion on East Lake street of such a structure as 

the one on West Lake street would bankrupt any 
company. 

Speaking of the construction of the loop and 
the mincr details the prospectus says: 

The rails will be heavy and, resting continu- 
ously on wood, they will easily be kept 1 
and free from resound, and the wheels 
almost entirely inclosed in wood their noise w will 
be deadened. The electric motor being also in- 
closed in wood the railway will be nearly noise- 
less. It will he but a single track railway, with 
trains always running one way. A secon ‘track 
can be added at any time, but if so it will be in- 
accessible except be a higu bridge over the first 
track. Loop trains can start every half-minute 
if travel demands, while from the main lines they 
will arrive only every five minutes. Hence, all 
— 2 — arriving thereon, as well as the out- 

ow from the theaters and other crowds, can be 

uickly disposed of. This system involves a 
change of cars from the main line to the loop, 
but inconveniences of such changes will not 
be noticed. 

According to the calculations of the com- 
pany the loop will be two and one-eighth 
miles around and will include all institutions 
and places which call together crowds of péo- 
ple: J. M. Hannahs, who is recognized as 
the prime promoter of the scheme, was seen 
yesterday afternoon. He said: 

„We are actively at work on the scheme 
now, but our whole effort is now toward sécur- 
ing frontage consents, for without that feature 
of course we can do nothing. The extension of 
the Lake street road to Wabash avenue will 
not affect our plan in the least, for in the first 
place the extension does not help them near 
as much as one would think, T — will land 
their passengers at Lake and Clark, State, or 
Wabash avenue. and there is the great center 
of the city off to the south of them. All of 
the big public buildings and places of interest 
are away off their line and the loop will prove 
an advantageous to them as to the other roads, 
We believe we have the scheme for the down. 
town loop system and will do all that can be 
done to push it through to a finish and make 
it something more than a paper scheme.’

Jonathan P. Jackson May Get Iuto Serious 
Trouble Over a Robbery. 

In prosecuting a negro woman for the pro- 
tection of the public, as he put it, Jonathan

Tracks, for Which Srokers Pat Up 
Good Fees=Win One Day but Lose the 
Next- Detectives Entrap the Schemers 
McNutt a Fine Electrician. 


The County Jail yesterday received as 
lodgers a pair of swindlers as smooth as were 
ever enclosed behind its strong bars. One of 
them is W. K., better known as Bill” Met- 
cali, who has won an international reputa- 
tion through his wonderful. expertness 
in handiing cards and manipulating’ 
confidence games requiring skili and nerve, 
He never exactiy broke the bank at Monte 
Carlo but after his return from Europe five 
years ago he did succeed in taking away $60;- 
000 from a member of the Elmore ciub at 
Philadelphia, a feat which created a sensation 
at the time. For the past two years he has 
deen operating in Chicago. 

The other man was W. H. McNutt, at one 
time a telegraph operator at Piano, III., and 
later in the offices in Chicago. From here 
he went to New York, where he developed 
into one of the finest electricians in the coun- 
try. He was employed by the Western Union 
company until some time ago, when he en- 
gaged in crooked work, according to admis- 
sions made to the Mooney & Boland detective 
agency. He is believed to be the man who 
fixed the wires at Gravesend three years 
ago, causing heavy losses to the Eastern 
and Western pool sellers. 
constructed the extensive plant discovered in 
a hotel near the Roby racetrack last winter, 
anc. which was intended to be used in swind- 
ling the patrons and bookmakers of that track. 
In fact, he boasted that he was one of the 
men who. jumped from the window of the 
hotel at. the time it was raided. Warrants 
were sworn out by David H. Silvers and S., A. 
Fischel, railway ticket brokers with passions 
for horseracing, who claim that they have lost

CLERKS DO BEEF LUGGERS’ WORK. 
Laborers at Omaha Join the Butchers 
and Many Ge Out on Strike. 

Omana, Neb., Aug. 2.—[Special,|—The la- 
borers in the packing-hcuses are following 
the example of the butchers and skilled men 
and at Hammond’s and Swift's a number of 
them walked out today. The cellar gang and 
the beef luggers quit at Hammond's, and in 
order to finish the loading the office men put 
on frocks and did the luggmg. The smoke- 
house men at Hammond’s came out at noon 
today. The coopers were advised to stay at 
work in all the houses until they had to handle 
material for the shipping of provisions put 
up by cab Jabor, when they will also 
be called out. The packing-houses have 
made provision for placing cots in their 
plants and teeding all men who stay with 
them,.so that it will not necessitate their leav- 
ing the plants until the strike is settled. The 
Omaha plant is notin operation today and 
the speciais are pacing up and down the walks 
along the plant. 

At Swift's the tierce men quit after work- 
ingashorttime. Mr. Foster said he had 
talked with a number of men as they came 
out, inquiring the reason they were 
quitting.’ They said they were called 
out in order that the packers would be com- 
pelled to pay the laborers $1.75 a day. Mr. 
Foster asked them if they were not receiving 
that pay already and some of them more, 
which they acknowledged they were, and 
agreed to go back to work. A large crowd of 
boys anc a few men who were standing on the 
railroad tracks near where the conference was 
being held began to yell and call them 
‘scabs’ when they started back to werk, 
but they continued on back to their respective 
places, but, however, did not remain long and 
walked out again, not to return. 

The strikers held another big meeting this 
afternoon and all men belonging to the Féd- 
erated Labor will be called out tomorrow. 
The butchers. who have all quit work, made 
it necessary for the laborers and others to 
quit work. The Sheriff was called upon today 
by the packers and swore in a number of 
deputies, who went to South Omaha. 


FOR NORTHWEST WATER TUNNEL, 


City Engineer Artingstall Instructed to 
Prepare Plans and Specifications. 

The Commissioner of Public Works yester- 
day instructed City Engineer Artingstall to 
begin the preparation of plans and specifica. 
tions for the new northwest water tunnel, as 
ordered by the Council at its meeting last 
Monday night.

© purpose and aims of the People's party do 
not seem to as well understood as existing 
conditions would warrant. Although in many lo- 
calities the party has made phenomenal growth 
in other sections it seems to be scarcely known. 


One of the principal reasons for this is obvious. 


The daily press has given but little attention to 
it. Itissaid to a’ party without a leader. 
This has been true, for it is a party of spontane- 
ous growth.

There is a striking analogy between the growth 
of the Republican party at its formation and 
that of ours. The fundamental principles upon 
which we base our claims are those enumerated 
in the Omaha platform, adopted July 4, 1892, 
and are based upon — 1 that the deplor- 
able conditions existing today were brought about 
by unequal distribution of wealth. Any effort to 
remedy these conditions does not contem- 

late a change in our financial laws will be 
utile, and we take the position all money 
shall be issued by the General Government with- 
out the intervention of banking institutions in 
sufficient volumes to transact the business of 
country on a cash basis. We further believe that 
the abuse of the transportation facilities now 
operated by private§ corporations fis a menace to 
our institutions and one of the great causes that 
have operated to produce present conditions. 
We look with alarm on the present deplorable 
condition of the country., With industries — 
alyzed, the wheels ofcommerce blocked. millions 
of unemployed laborers march through the 
country in bands, going they know not where, 
with strikes and lockouts of such frequent oc- 
currence assuming such proportions that mil- 
itary law is called upon to preserve peace, 
is it not well that all patriotic citizens 
earnestly seek for the 
cause from which these disturbances arise? 
The census shows that from 1880 to 1890 our 
population increased 25 per cent, our wealth 45 
per cent; yet during these years the mortg 
debt increased 156 per cent. The 30,000. F 
agriculturists and the 25,000,000 laborers are 
steadily and surely losing the wealth they create 
and it is being absorbed by corporations. These 
conditions are believed to be caused by falling 
prices. There is clear evidence to this 
effect. — prices are a result of 
vicious financial legisiative advantage given 
to banking institutions and inadequacy 
of money in circulation. History will bear me 
out in the assertion that every panic with all 
its direful results, degredation, misery, and 
crime is the direct result of interference with 
our finances or rather the ‘coatrollance of our 
finances by capitalistic corporations. The great 
strike just ended is one of thé potent arguments 
for a change in existi conditions. Such a 
labor disturbance attended by so much depreda- 
tion and crime for which the laborers were not 
directly respoasibie is to be deprecated, but 
it carries to the laborers its own lesson. 
The strike as a means of redressing grievances 
when directed against organized capital can no 
longer be effective and the place to strike in an 
effective way is at the ballot box.
